All this is perfectly well known to 
Mr. -ZIMMERMANN, and it is beyond 
question that he knew what our po- 
sition would be.

ceive us. 

Mr. ZimMERMANN further says that 
“there is no step backward.” This 
means that we must accept the last 
German, note according to its literal 
meaning, that all ships venturing‘ 
within the prohibited zone “ will: be 
sunk.”- Then, at any moment, Ger- 
many may. be at war with the United 
States. The alternatives are, either 
that Germany must in its execution 
modify her order, refraining ‘from

his word. Qvert acts, he said, would 
compel him to ask Congress to employ 
whatever means. might. be necessary 
to defend our rights. Germany knows 
what that means, The humane 
methods of the submarine commander 
with the Housatonic had raised hopes 
that the Imperial Government might 
order its submarine commanders not 
to attack Ameérican vessels without 
warning and without providing for 
the safety of persond on board. Per- 
haps the commander of the submarine 
in this case was prompted by consid- 
erationg of humanity, it may have 
been an isolated case.

“ STARVATION.” 

When “ the starvation of Germany ” 

is spoken of in connection with the 


PY blockade, the word “ starvation ” is a 


figure.of speech. When a-nation is 
reduced to extremities by this kind of 
“ starvation,” the last thing it suffers 
from is actual loss of food. It begins 
first to “ starve " in the matter of mil-. 
itary. supplies; if it can hold out, it 
then starves for clothing and ther 
necessaries of life, and finally, if it 
comes to that, for food. It is quite 
correct to say, as in this sense it is 
often said, that the Southern Confed- 
eracy starved to death. Yet the peo- 
ple of the South did not literally. die of 
hunger. The rolling stock of its rail- 
roads, wore out first, and it could not 
make up the deficiency. It lost its 
ships, and was unable to build more. 
Then, in the Winter of 1863-4;.General 
LEE began to find himself unable to 
clothe his men properly. The South 
began to find itself short of paper, of 
wool, of other necessaries. It was 
short of food toward the end; but its 
people did not die in the streets for 
lack of it. -“ Starvation ” was.in that 
ease, as it is in Germany’s, a figure of 
speech; quite a correct one in that of 
the South. The question is whether it 
is correct in Germany’s. - 

bf 't¢°Gerthany ‘is ‘sufféring from lack of 
i Wool to clothe her soldiers, from lack 
of cotton to make high explosives, 
from lack of copper, of rubber, then 
fhe blockade is “ starving” her. There 
is no doubt that she is at least begin- 
ning to suffer the lack ofthese things. 
This is the kind of starvation that: is 


blockade becomes so effective that she 
can get no cotton, no wool, no copper; 
no rubber,.at all, then Germany will 
be “starved” eto surrender, even 
though every family in the empire hag 
three meals q day. The blockade is 
most certainly effective in fact; Ger- 
many is being “ starved,” and the 
pressure of that kind of starvation will 
increase, though bread and meat and 
milk remain. 

Germany now proposes to “starve” 
England. She has a perfect legal right 
to do it, just as England has a perfect 
legal right to “starve” her;. just as 
she had a perfect legal right to starve 
‘Paris in 1870, in which cage she. 

rought about not a figurative starva- 
tion but an actual famine of food. : But 
she has no right to kill neutrals or de- 
Stroy their property in the ceurse of 
that starving process. That is the dif. 
ference between her blockade and Eng- 
Jand’s, and it is the reason why the 
United. States protests—not at all 
against her starving process, but 
against her slaughter of neutrals.

“punish and curb ‘reckless 
In the course of a 
philosophical-legal dis- 
Lawsuits quisition- on cats a 
Over writer in the current 
Cats.. number of Law Notes 
expresses mild surprise that in the whole 
history of English and American juris- 
prudence there are not more than a 
dozen cases in which that animal,has 
been the subject or object of litigation, 
As an explanation of this curious fact 
he suggests that *’ the law does not -con- 
cern ‘itself gbout trifles.’* .Now,~- of all 
legal maxims none seems to have less 
basis in fact or is more persistently 
violated than that which lawyers term 
“‘de minimis.’’ The law, or rather law- 
yers, very .often do concern themselves

with trifles, and much of both money and Mya 


oratory has been expended in lawsuits 
over property and rights that appear to 
have no more than trifling value. 

Nor does it seem quite accurate to place 
cats in the class of trifling objects, al- 
though the early common law did so re- 
‘gard them. The domestic cat has an 
ancient and honorable lineage. Although 
its origin is not known, the word ‘* cat”’ 
occurs in several languages as far back 
as they can be traced. Among the 
Egyptians this animal was an object of 
worship, and the embalmed remains of 
vast numbers of them have been found 
in Egyptian tombs.

Although they have deen the do- 
mestic companions of man for thousands 
of years, cats, a6 a class, have never 
Won or posséssed his most,cordial friend- 
ship. The: dog seems to be capable of 
genuine affection and loyalty. The cat, 
on the other hand, has never given up 
its sly, cunning, predatory habits. Its 
appreciation of food and hospitality 
seems to be merely selfish, and a change 
of masters does not much disturb it. 
MAETERLINCK, in ‘‘ The Blue .Bird,’’ has. 
admirably portrayed the difference in 
the nature of the two ayjmals. The cat 
serves man on a quid pro quo basis, and 
substitutes. for it are not difficult to find. 
May there not be here an explanation of 
why men have fought so many legal 
battles over the theft and destryction of 
dogs and so few fot the reclamation 
of cats? ;

Is it mere coincidence that the day 
after diplomatic rélations are broken 
with Germany THE Times presents @ 
statement by Dr. Oscar Levy to the ef- 
fect that democracy is doomed? 

Dr. Levy is undoubtedly a great psy- 
chologist. He has the right to glorify 
Nietzsche, and to despiss America>’as 
“‘ the greatest.area of: middle class men- 
tality that the world hag ever: known,” 
and to express. his other aristocratic 
opinions. . But is he right about democ- 
racy being doomed? 

A psychologist greater than Dr. Levy 
wrote into our Declaration of Indepen- 
dence one hundred and forty years ago: 

We hold these truths to be. self-evident, 
that all men are created equal, that they 
afe endowed by their.Creater with certain 
inalienable rights, that among these are 
life, liberty,,and the pyrsuit of happiness. «, 4 

Let us compare the ‘psychology’ of Jef- 

ferson, * Wasilngtor of Franklin, 
Lincoln, and Wilson with the psychology 
of Bismarck, Nietzsche, Dr. Levy, and 
Kaiser Wilhelm! 
Strangely enough, the Prussiar psy- 
chology of “* blood and iron,” brains and 
birth; slaves and supermen is actually 
half a century younger than the psy~ 
chology of democracy in the Déclaration 
of Independence. 

Therefore, the Teutonic psychology 
can claim little consideration on any 
basis of priority. Can it claim more in 
a comparison of results accomplished? 

The psychology of the professors and 
the supermen has guessed wrong in 
every instance. As THE TimEs has fre- 
quently pointed out, the Teutonic rulers 
were ‘‘ surprised "’ at-England’s action, 
at Belgium’s resistance, and at the qual- 
ity of fighting exhibited by the despised 
and ** degenerate "’ democracy of 
France. / Now. the Prussian professors 
are astonished that America should feel 
no sympathy: with the. efforts of sub- 
sea supermen to destroy the lives of 
Americans of mere .“‘ middle class men- 
tality.” . 

Dr. Levy alludes to “the absurdity 


of government by the slaves for the}. 


slaves.”’ This is the Teutonic psycholo- 
gist’s understanding of the.phrase used 
by* Lincoln in the most sublime prayer 
ever uttered since Christ Himself told 
men to address *‘ Our Father-who art 
in Heaven.”’ 

That the nation. shall}. under God, have 
a new birth of freedom, and that. govern- 
ment of the people, by the people, for the 

people, shall not perish from the earth, 
is the prayer, the purpose, and the in-" 
spiration of every American. 

Is democracy doomed? Shall govern- 
ment of the people or government by the 
Prussians ,‘‘ perish from the earth” 7 

The future will decide this .question 
definitely, but’ at present the outlook is 
worse for the Prussians than for-the 
people. 

This is the present issue. This will be 
the future isgue, whatever happens: 
America, witli its “‘ middle class men- 
tality,” has produced every. invention 
by whieh supermen seek to subdue ‘the 
earth and ,undermine the ‘seas, The 
genius of Washington and of Lincoln is 
not dead - It cannot die until the people 
of this Union perish, Where we need 
to match the mechanism of modern war- 
fare, democracy will ever develop our 
Edisons and otr, Grants. Where the 
gtatecraft of the supermen is wrong, it 
cannot hope to conquer the wisdom of a 
Wilson who is right. 

Democracy is not doomed, One hun- 
dred million brave and free people are 
willing to defend. it from . whatever 
quarter it is assailed. is no di- 
vision, there are; no parties; fgctions, 
faces, conditions or creeds in the United 
States who will not serve or suffer, live 
or die; ‘‘ that government of the people, 
by the peoplé, for the people, shall not 
perish from the earth.’ —

The Trustees of the American Museum | 
of Natural History decided at their an- 
nual meeting at home of Henry C. 
Frick last night greatly to broaden the 
Scope of its wofk in aiding industrial, 
civil, and artistic life, m order to make 
up fop some of. the foreign deprivations 
due to the war. : 
’ Because so many American arts. and 
industries have been thrown upon their 
own resources, the institution will in- 
tensify its efforts to make its collections 
and publications widely and fully avail- 
able. A review of last year’s work, 
made public Jast night, hoted that: the 
difficulty. of obtaining new patterns for 
dress fabrics and other textiles from 
abroad has sent designers to the Mu-|. 
seum’s stores of American primitive and 
Indian art. Manufacturers of pottery 
and other wares, too, are sending. their 
designers to study ancient specimens. 
For the extension of the work the 
trustees adopted the largest budget in 


the current year. They subscribed $60,- 
000 among themselves to make up @ 
deficit in the maintenance account in 
addition to. $23,500 they already had 
subscribed to give te ali employes a 10 
per cent, bonus. To meet the higher 


cost of living it was decided to make

During the 
Spanish-American war it was, in this 
city, not entirely ‘safe for % dark- 
skinned man to walk about. e must 
guard against such things. We must 
assume the loyalty of e citizens of 


birth. 

“Tonight it has beep brought -un- 
mistakably home to us that we are un⸗ 
prepared. We must be prepared if we 
wish to maintain our national dignity, 
honor, and integrity, and we must 
maintain the great democracy we have 
built up.

French Bass Sings French, English, 
and Italian—Drops German. 
Mr. Leon RotIfier, bass singer, one of 
the very small band who represent 
French art at the Metropolitan Opera 
House in these days, and, when oc- 
casion presents itself, sing French mu- 
sic with a French accent, gave a song 
recital yesterday’ afternoon in Aeolian 
Hall. Mr. Rothier’s ‘voice and style 
have long been admired at the opera. 
If his voice is not one of the most 
beautiful of its kind, ‘he makes the 
most of it, and it has a noble and reso- 
nant quality, especially in its lower 
ranges. In many things he sings with 
fine intelligence, -with discrimination, 
and not without distinction of style. 
His declamation is of the admirable

When one considers the 
makeup of the submarine it is not to be won- 
dered at; it is a complex mechanism, which 
must be designed to resist great external pres-

Lhave been making predictions as to the work 
the submarine will do ever since the present 
war began: most of these predictions have come 
true and the others are on the way.

azine, Scientific American, International Ma- 
rine Engineering, Popular Science Monthly, &c., 
and in the discussion before societies_of naval } 
architects, electrical, mechanical. and marine:

The law goes into 
effect May 1. 

The literacy test, President Wilson de- 
clared in his recent veto message,’ is un- 
just in principle, constituting atest, not 
of character but of opportunity.

More than $1,000,000 was withdrawn 
yesterday from savings banks by depos- 
itors of foreign nationality. Moet of it

At the close of business’ at 6 o'clock 
the officers of the German Savings 
Bank, at Fourth Avenue and Fourteenth 
Street, estimated that $750,000 had been 
paid out. There was not the least hesi- 
tancy in paying the whole amount asked 
for to any depositor, whether it was $3 
or $3,000, and every person inside the 
doors by 6 o’clock who wanted all or a 
part of his or her deposits got what was 
asked for. 

Smaller withdrawals were reported by 
three small savings banks having a for- 
eign clientele, but two of the largest, the 
Germania, on the Bowery, and the Bow- | 
ery Bank, both of wh ch have many | 
foreign depositors, reported no unusual 
demand for money. 

“It- is incomprehensible,’’. said one 
bank cashier in trying to explain the 
withdrawals. ‘These people have no 
clear reason for drawing theif money. 
Many of them looked at it curiously 
when it was paid, and then wanted to 
put it right back in. Some of it was 
taken back, but of course they all lost 
the first three months’ interest of the 
year.

NINE ARE HURT BY FALLS 


Sojourners in Florida Get a ~™ 
Taste of Winter Weather. 


Everyone who walked and everyjhing 
that moved on keels or wheels in the 
vicinity of. this city, yésterday, fought a 
storm of wind and.snow that descended 
Upon ‘the town early in the morning and 
did not abate until late in the after+ 
noon. The velocity of the wind &ver- 
aged fifty miles. an hour, reaching 


seventy at 7 o'clock, and the tempera-| 


ture dropped from 35 degrees to 13 de- 
grees above zero. Only sofne three 
inches of snow fell, but the wind swept 
it into such drifts and the cold packed 
it in. such cakes that it-gave much 
trouble. The wind was still high and 
it was very cold late last night. 

This storm warning was issued by the 
Weather Bureau yesterday afternoon: 

~ Centinue northwest storm warning, East- 
port to Hatteras. Severe storm over Con- 
necticut moving east-northeast. Will cause 
gales this afternoon and tonight, with whole 
‘gales from Sandy Hook to Nantucket, ci- 
minfshing Tuesday. 

All traffic was demoralized by the 
storm., Commuters coming to the.city
